TWICE SENTENCED TO 
DEATH. 

Lewis WEBSTER'S Terrible Ordeal-Nar- 
row E804PE FROM THE CALLOWS, 

Olevkland, Ohio, Oct. 14. — The 
most Hensational murder cum) in the 
criuuinal aunals o£ Ohio waa brought 
to an eml yesterday after livo weeks' 
trial by the acquittal by a' jury at 
Warren, Ohio, of Lewis Webster, 
twice convicted of murder and twice 
aentenced to be linnf^^etl. On the night 
of December the 17tli, Perry 
If arringtoii, un aged and wealthy farm- 
(ir, residing near (.lenevn, forty miles 
east of this city, was inurdereil under 
peculiar ciroumstancos. The nigbt of 
the , murder watf'a atorniy one, and 
Hiiow lay dee|) on the ground. Har- 
rington and hia wife wero alone at 
homo, sealed by the lireHiiic in the 
kitchen. About nine o'clock the door 
was burst open and a masked man en- 
tered, and at the point of a revolver 
demanded their money, and Harring- 
ton ha.stened to an adjoining room to 
nroeure ' lii.i ihu.hc. While standing 
guard over ]Mri^. Harrington the mask 
fell from the man'.s face, anil .she ex- 
claimed, "I know you'" "Voa do, do 
youJ" was the rebpoiiKe, and raising 
his weapon, the robber tired, the shot 
taking effect in her arm. Xbe woman, 
however, escaped froin the houso and 
gave the alarm. When the neighbors 
arrived the robbor had di,sai)i>cared, but 
Mr. Harrington lay on the floor of the 
room a corpse, shot through tho brain. 
Mra. Harrington declared that* when 
the raa.sk fell from tae man's face .she 
instantly recogniz-d him as Lewis 
Webster, resiiling in Geneva, who had 
formerly worted for her luisband. Web- 
ster was arrested, and it was principal- 
ly u[)on Alr.s. Jlarrington's testimony 
that he waa twice convicted and sen- 
tenced to death, the defence on tho two 
former trials failing to establish a posi- 
tive alibi. 

The one important link to complete 
tlie chain of evidence in this regard 
wa.s 'vanling on the previou.s trials, and 
wero it not that a third trial was grant- 
ed on a technical error Webater would 
asaurediy have been hanged. Fortun- 
ately for bim and for the cause of jus- 
tice the missing link was found. The 
prisoner's presence at the timo of the 
committal of the murder in a distant 
place was e.stablished to the satisfaction 
of the jury, and to that of nil who 
heard the teatimony, and Webster 
went forth a free man, after a terriblo 
and prolonged'ordeal for his life.

., TEE TROTH ABOUT QUEBEC. 

The grits (with apologies for oalUng them 
by name) are still jubilant oyer the tPBult 
of the Quebeo eleoUons, and still rafuao to 
admit that Kiel was the issae which brought 
that result. We Hubiuit for their oonaidei- 
atiou the foUowiug from the Montreal Wit- 
ness, au iudepoiideut reform paper, the 
stntementH of which uo cue will veuturo to 
dispute. Under the heudiuu "The Niiliou- 
al Triumph" the Witness Biiys; "The 
liberal journals of Ontario are clnimiug the

'^imentB vhioh porpetr^ted the North Shoro 
lailvay and Tanneries-Land-awap villainies. 
This is' 1^ great mistake, Ibe liberals share 
itbeoaase the rouges adopted the nationalist 
programme. It was the 'Riel' cry and tho 
'national' cry which carried the provinco. 
The Koaa-TtuUon government boa been the 
most ecouoniioal one which the province 
Lna ever had with the exception of Mr. 
Joly'a administratiou, ftud it has been do- 
featedi together with its moat houest and 

■ popular member, Mr. Taillou, simply be- 
oause they refused to condemn the Douiin- 
iou government for the execution of Biel." 

Anothbr plague-spot of slavery has 
been eradicated. On tho 7th iuat. the 
Queen regent uf Sp;iiii signed tlie final 
decree liberating tlio lust bIuvo \\\ Oubs. 
The-order remits tlio terms of labor of 
luoh slaves as have nut yot been freed 
under.the act of emancip&tion passed by 
the Spanish cortea. The lavr for the abol 
ition of Ouban slavery tras enacted Nov- 
ember 6th, 1879. At that tinio the popu- 
lation of Cuba was 1,415,508, of wijom 
227,902 were alavea. A roboUioii had 
then been in progress for ten years in tho 
interior of tho island. Previous to the 
outbreak of this war the slave population 
•had been 140,000 greater than it was 
vhen the act for their liberation was pass 
cd. Tho war, which had boon mostly 
carried on by tlie blacks, was brought to a 
close soon after tho prmnulgation of the 
law for emancipation. Tho law liberat- 
ing the slaves iu Cuba provided for the 
immediate freedom of all who were at 
that timo tifty-fivo years old and over. 
The other agesi of slaves at that time and 
the dates fixed for their emancipation 
were as follows :

..•The rscent decree of Queen Regent 
' Maria Christina liberates ali alavea who 
were under forty years old when the act 
of emanoipation > was passed. Fcobably 
150,000 men and' women are made free by 
the edict. It is not so extended in its 
effects aa tho ulcaao of Alexander II., who 
liberated 2^,000,000 Iluaeian serfs, nor as 
tho emancipation proclamation of Abra- 
ham Lincoln, which gave freedom to 
4,000,000 American slaves. But as it 
liberates the last slave under tho dominion 
of Spain, it is to be classed in history with 
those magniQcent events. Only Braisil of 
all the civilized nations of the world now 
upholds slavery, and a system of gradual 
emancipation is in operation in that em- 
pire. 

That so many now fields of employ- 
ment are open to women is a cause for 
congratulation, but this advance is not 
unaccompanied by danger. In a recent 
address, Dr. VVithers-Moore. Presidem 
o{ , the British Medical ABBOoietioo, urges 
that women are more easily exhausted by 
brain or pliyaical work then men, and 
that there is serious risk of their becom- 
ing incapacitated, by the heavy occupa- 
tions, for tho Ciiro of maternity. This is 
not a now alarm, but toe prominence of 
the scientist who points out the danger, 
gives hia words grest weight. Xhe Sog- 
lisb parliament, aware of the difference in 
nervous sirongth between men and 
women, hss wisely discriminated iu favor 
of the latter; and yet it is impossible to 
lay down rigid rules in a matter of ibia 
kind. Dr. Withers-Moore probably fears 
that women of tho lower and niiddU 
olasiea may become such drudges by en- 
paging in the work of men aa to be un- 
fitted for the duties of home. Taking all 
classes of women, it becomes a question 
whether there are not more sufferers from 
tbevvaouity and idleness of their lives than 
frbiii Kard work. And yet there are plen 
ty of over-worked women, and it is the 
duty of a(.icitty to see it thai ovur-heavi 
burdens are not placed upon those who 
'' are'to be the mothers of the next genec- 
atioo. ________ 

A HOliRIBLE FATE. 



A VonsiK Ijiirl Brutally Trcuied 
and jllui-dered and Her 
Home Burned. 

Oaup GiLMODBi Que., Oot. 20.— One of 

the most horrible crimes ever per- 
petrated in Canada waa made public hero 
last night. A party of ai.x; luniburiaon 
oamo up from Lower Gatineau lumber 
oamps, bringing a large quantity of rum. 
They were all more or less intoxicatud. 
Soon after midnight the gang inadu a raid 
on a house occupied l>y iMrs. Turcolto, 
just outside tho camp, and tiiiding only 
the. old lady Turcotto and her unughtor 
Neilie at home, they fasliuicd tho old lady 
to a cbalr, gagged her, and then tying the 
hands and feet of the- daughter, 
tho men criminally assaulted her. The 
j;irl, who is but sixteen years old, faiutod, 
and fearitig that, aho waa dying tho inun 
released lier mother. Finding |horaolf 
free, tho old lady mado her osoapo to 
rouso the camp, wlion tho men set lire to 
the cabin and escaped to the woods. It 
was not knowu for some time whether the 
girl waa loft to perish or carried 
away, as tho cabin waa so far des- 
troyed when they came that it was 
impossible to make any noarch. Later tho 
girl was found with her throat cut from 
ear to ear, in a thicket near the remaina 
of tho cabin. Tho men liavo Bacaped, 
and while there has been a searching 
party out to look for them, it is doubtful 
if they will bo diacovorod, owing to the 
great number of mou constantly going and 
coming from this section, which is purely 
» liimbtring regio n.

When wo know that our case was a 

SBVoro one, and tho wound wsa dpRp, we 
at once laid it before the govemmont au- 
thorities, and pointed out to them whore 
tho sore was. Tho men in aulhui'ity 
acknowledged that tho wound waa a pain- 
ful one, and expressed their wish to see 
it cured. Tha., only remedy they triad to 
(Wre ii with was speakiag to us of gov- 
ernment power or soothing us with 
promises of justice. 

The one-sided government cominiBsion 
of inquiry in "Micavvber's" siylo pre- 
tended to examine into the cause of this 
troublis but like "Mioawber," failed to 
make any satisfactory settlement. But, 
instead, they recommended tho govern- 
mont to take off two acros of our vilhyo 
aito.aK^itist our written protest, to bogov- 
arumeut land hold in. trust by tho novum- 
lueut fur the excluaivo use of the Church 
iMiflsionary iSocioty. 

Whon we found out that all this work 
was not meant to settle our trcuble but 
was more pretention, we sent three of our 
native brethren as deleK-'tus tn "Oll iwn," 
who coiiveyod our complaints, eiiiccially 
about the "two acrea" to ihu D.'iniiiii'O 
government. Sir John Jlacdonald, tuo 
premier, listened to our coiuplaiiita and 
told our reprosontativos ho would write to 
the Church Missionary Society advising 
them to remove from the "two acrijs" 
and tbut he would coriaidur the olliur 
matlora wo had told him of. lie llI.^o 
wrote ua a letter dated 29th July. lS,sr>, 
in which he says: "On receipt ob-a reply 
from that society I will write you regard- 
ing; said matter and in rospact to the 
other siibjecta br.mght before me in the 
papers tiled by you. " 

Up to this dato wa have lU't received 
his promised lottor; but instead of writ- 
ing to us ha sent up Air. Tuck on 24th 
August last, to leratch-the old acre with a 
surveying instrument. 

Sir, it may bu tho 530,000 sale of tho 
Soiiyiioih village miide iho Doniiuinii 
i;ovL!riinient forget tho promiao they made 
to ua about settling our land troublea. 
l^oasibly thoy are lookini,' for^'ard to an- 
other lucky sale of our land when it is 
surveyed intoa "reserve, "and to tranaporc 
us, the lawful owners, to another "ten 
inile point," for "what man has done man 
can do again." 

laak by what right tho Dominion gov- 
ernment own tho money that Mr. Duna- 
muir paid for that property! la honest 
and strict John Bull aware uf these "somi- 
civilizod" ways of doing buaiiieas'i The 
Times railed j|at ua as a set of lawloaa 
people warring airainst gDveriiinoiit power 
becauso we say that the land of our .'oro- 
fathera which wa have inherited belongs 
to us aail liot ;to the ^vern,meDt,^and re- 
cammeD'3»^ that S gunboat^'shduld 6e sent 
up again to settle this troublo, as if it 
could be cleared by grapa shot. Thia 
"aemi-civilizad" talker knows not that 
Her Majesty's ships are protactJrs of tho 
lives and property of all those who are 
under the British flag, and not oppressors. 

The game of trying to cure our com- 
plaints with gunboats was played on us 
several times, and several times wo havo 
been fa'soly aocuaed in the Qaeen's name 
aa law-breakers and unlawfully punished.

tho protuctiiiii of the law, and adjustment 
uf claim.^ in cortvin limited localities 
whereon theii livelihood depends. Thia, 
I approheint^ ja tho whole acionce of deal, 
ing with Indj^n riglit.s, the fundamental 
principle of wh'ch is natural jualioe, or 
that unwritten law which the moat bar- 
barous goVQrnii>*^nt8 cannot afford wholly 
to deapiso-

I may iu conclusion add my belief that 
after the unquiililod declaration alleged to 
have been made by the highest legal author- 
ity of the province iu this very paae, that 
tho Indians haVe ,w rhjhls in the land— a 
dcclarutiou \vlii"-'h, for tho sake of 
maji-sty, Hunt bo r;>oi.'ived with 
awo, if nut \vith conviction — the 
ftletlakaiitlans vviH see the futility of pro- 
secuting their rights by civil process; tho 
matter being already, by anticipation, 
decided against them; and aa I am well 
persQaded that they will not resort to 
violence (I si>uak "nt of tho uncultivated 
tribes beyond,) iiiy council to thia trou- 
bled coramuniiy, whoau temper and for- 
bearance the highest in tho land might do 
Well to imitate^ ia t > bow to tho atorm; 
appeal to t!od uo^ the tjueon, as a people 
hummed in by (\\o sword but not conquer- 
ed; reserve their contributions; pursue 
thfir iiidustrioa; iitid wait for the day. 
Thu tlay will smcly come, and I would 
call upon all christian people to pray tho 
King of kings ^^A Judge among Judges, 
to give wisdom to the rulers, peace to tho 
realm, and gl'^'ry His own great name.

He describea the 
arrival of hi.s party at Ijiibiaraa, whore 
the chief at tlu' head of u tliouaaiid troops, 
di'iiiaiideil i ;iit;uTia and three barrels of 
powder. .\s the chief asked l5ish"l> Had- 
niiigt 'u to rem.iin with him for fhe day, 
the latter cemp'.icd. While taking^ a 
walk the bishop was attacked by abeut 
twenty imtives. He i-.i niggled with liia 
assailants, but bucaniu weak aod faint 
and waa dragged violently a lon^ distance 
by the legs. When his porsooutors cap- 
tured him I bey 8trip])od, robbed, oiul im- 
prisoned him in a iioiaonie room H hut 
full of vorniiii and deciiyinfj bananas- 
While he was lying there ill and Ijolpleas, 
tho chief and his hundred wives caino 
out of ourinaity to foabt tludr eyoa on hiiii- 
Next day ho waa allowed to return to his 
own tent, where, though atill ill, ho felt 
more imfortablo. lie was atill guarded 
by mitivea. IJo remained in bod during 
tho following day; partiea of thf chiuf's 
wives, out of idle curiosity, cominK daily 
to aee him. He was allowed to aoi'd mes- 
Hiigos to his friends, but ho believed thoy 
were interceiiled. On the aoveiith day, 
he writes, the fever coiitiiiued, and that 
at iiiylit tho |)liice awarnied with vermin, 
that tho guards wore drunk and noisy, 
and that he was unable tu sleep. At last 
ho became delirious on October 8th. On 
thu 20th he was conscious. I^is entries 
on this day were: "No news; hyona 
howled all night, snmlling a sick nmn; he 
will not havo mo yet."

He l^i'otcsis His Innocence and 
Dies Bravely. 



At last, after uumeiouH reprieves, tbo 
majesty of the law has been aatisfled, and 
Kobort Evan Sproulo has suft'erod tlio peu- 
nlty of death for tho murder of Thomas 
Hammill on tho 3rd of Juno IH^b, at Koot- 
enay Lake. Tho public nro geuorally con- 
versant with tho various details of the 
murder and tho Hubaeijueut ovontB which 
transpired to dolay tho execution of the 
sentence, Until Wednesday Sproule hoped 
for'iik&other reprieve or a commutation of 
the deaUi sianteuce to imprisonment for 
life. As the time approabhlng his execu- 
tion lapsed into a few.hours, bowerar, he 
realized that tho thvile would bo enacted and 
he

On Thursday hia spiritual advisors, Rev- 
erends I^rasor and Porcival, were witii him 
for several hourti, and tho influence of their 
counsel appeared- tc give him courage to 
meet his fate, make .his peace with Qod, 
and become reconciled to the inevitable. 
He said to Mr. Frasor that he left himself 
in God's bands, and although his death was 
attributable to the jHTjury of false wit- 
nesses, he now buio them uo nialioe and 
would die without ii hard tliout^ht ayaiuKt 
any one.

Ho awoko about live oVlook, apparently 
much refreshed by his slumbors, yet there 
was a haunted, wistful look about the 
sunken eyea that depicted his suft'ering, 
while the facial mnaeles and lines around 
the corners of the month twitched inces- 
santly with nervous emotion. His mien 
wiis not that of a man who feared to die, 
but rather tho interpretation of intense 
grief and humiliation, coupled with au in- 
satiable longing for human sympathy. A 
kind word, a friendly hand clasp, a sister's 
farewell kiss, or a brother's embrace, were 
all denied him in this the last hour of his 
life.

After signing tlio documont ho sat with 
bowed heiid awaiting hia fate, and as each 
footstep echoed through the corridor 
glanced t iward the cull door nervously, 
occksionally turning to the other inmates 
of the cull; the mute appeal of his eyas 
vividly purtraying every agoni/.-.'d thought 
that llaahed tliroui;h hia brain. A few 
momonts before tho appointed time he 
handed Ool. Stevens a small testament, in 
which was a Iqok of his hair, remieating 
that it be forwarded to Mrs. Etta F.

Ab the clock struck the hour of eight, 
there was an awe inspiring silence 
throughout the jail, and each strcke 
seemed to convey to the awaiting lit'.le 
crowd'of spectators in t.he yard a sad re- 
minder of the unf ertunats man whose 
untimely end they were about to witness. 

For tho first time Sproule lost his out- 
ward calm and was visibly atl'ect^d, every 
echo of the clock pierced his heart, with 
the terrible conviction that 

niS UOUR HAD COME. 

Ho arose mechanically and hado farewell 
to the American conjul aud his spiritual 
advisers, and Bumuiuning new courage he 
stood resolutely in readiness for the head 
gaoler, who at that moment appeared at 
the cell door, and said; 

"Sproulu, the time has arrived, and tho 
mandate of the law niuat be fulfilled." 

The pri.SJiior was securely buuiid, and 
passed out into the corridor wiih a firm 
stop, followed by tho gaoler, the .Viiieri- 
can coiittui, and hia spiritual adviaora, 
On leaving the guol and passing into the 
yard the party vv.j.s j jinud by tho execu- 
tioner, who followed juat behind, wearing 
a black mask to conceal his identity. Aa 
the condemned man entered the yard ho 
gazed from right t) loft at the twenty 
spectators present, evidently in quest of 
some friend or acquaintance, but they 
wore all strangers to his heart, and hia 
countunanco ch.iiiged to I lie picture of 
utter despair. Firmly he ascended the 
steps of the scaffold and took hia place 
on the fatal trap with remarkable self- 
control, although the apparent calmness 
was the result of a strong effort, proba- 
bly the inspiration of a determinaliiui to

if possible. He was fullowod on the 
Bcaflold by the head gaijler, Reverend 
iMr. I'Vascr, mul the exociit ioiior. Tho 
aceiie was extri'ini'Iy alfoctiug, which the 
spectators present could hardly gaze 
upon, and several were even moved to 
tears, at sight of the unfortunate man in 
all the abject horror of hia position. 
.Silnnce was opprea.^ivu whi'.e tho.io preaeiit 
stood with uncovered heads wailing for 
the presence of death. 

Turning toward the head gaoler Sproule 
said, "Can I speak to the sheriff !" Being 
anawured in tho atlirmative, he continued: 

•"i\Ir. Sliori.T, you have not read tho 
death warrant yot. " 

"It i.i not necesHary," was the reply. 

"Can I speak a fow momenta further /" 

"Yt/tiU you wish it." 

For a fbw 'seconds ho was silent, then, 
speaking in alow, nioaaun-d tniiuH, con- 
tinued: "My friends, thia ia a very 
solemn, Bnloinn aittiation, to paaa out of 
tho world in such a cniidilion. 1 truat 
thia will bo an example and warning to 
all who commit sin. Tliu cliargo that has 
been preferred against mo was wnTiig. I 
was not guilty of the crime of which I 
was accused. Eight witnesses who camo 
to Victoria

whii^h led to luy cuiiviotii'ii. They know 
aa well aii 1 tho wrcmga tlii^y liave per- 
petrated.

The yxi.'cutionor then stepped foiward 
and made ready to adjnat tho fatal noose 
around tho neck of the condemned man, 
who took ono laat look at tho blue eky 
above. Booming to roalizo that ita boaut'.os 
were about to be forever obliterated to 
him. Suddenly he cried to the execu- 
tioner: 

" don't stranole mh," 

"Don't strangle mo." Tho nooao was ad- 
justed, the head gaoler descended from 
tho scaffold and Sproule stood motion- 
less, wit^ hia hat in his loft hand and a 
handkerchief in tho right, waiting for tho 
awful moinoiit. Ruv, Mr. Fraaor com- 
monci^d to pray in a clear vuioc, tho head 
gaoler ran up tho scaffold steps and pulled 
tho uap over the ^risoDor's face, the shor- 



iff gave the signal, the executioner pulled 
the lever, and at 8:10 o'clock the body of 
Robert E. Sproule was dangling in the 
air, lifeless. Tho fall was eight feet, and 
his neck was broken, death being instan- 
taneous. After several moments Coroner 
Helmckevi ordered the body to bo let 
down, and it was placed in a plain coffin. 
Sproule bad requested that bis body be 
interred in American ground, but until 
some of his friends arrive it will remain 
buried in tho gaol grounds.

Boston, Maaa., Oct. 2Stli, 1886. 
Interview Sproule what lie Intends to do about 
fortune left in a Boston lawver's hands for him.

The prisoner, 
however, received tho news very coolly 
and a iid that the money was probably 
from a claim ho had in tho awards by 
congress of the French spoilintion claims.
